How 
would you react if somebody 
came on to your loved one the 
way George Steele did? 

Besides, Elizabeth was driving 
him to act the way he did. Public- 
ly, Elizabeth held the ring ropes 
for Savage and acted like she 
was scared of him. Privately, 
sweet little Liz told Savage to 
maul Rick Steamboat and acted 
as if she liked Steele—just to 
make Randy jealous. 

Fans, your sympathy was wast- 
ed on Elizabeth. You should have

Part of the reason is that Bigelow and Humperdink 
have never been that trustworthy in the past. But part of 
the reason comes from a man who ought to know more 
about Bigelow than anyone else in wrestling: Larry 
Sharpe.

Factory”’ wrestling school was 
where Bigelow first learned the basic 
skills that have made him the impres- 
sive force he is today. 

**T don’t want to say anything about 

Humperdink,”’ Sharpe told me, “*be- 
cause I don’t claim to know much 
about him anyway, but I cav tell you 
about Bigelow, and what | want to say 
is this: Bigelow is a madman, A com- 
plete and utter madman. I wouldn’t 
trust him for a minute. 

‘Bigelow and I were as close as two 

men could possibly be,” Sharpe con- 
tinued, “‘and I never felt comfortable with anything he 
ever said or did. You never knew when he was going to 
change his mind about something. It could have been as 
insignificant as his dinner order in a restaurant or as 
monumental as his adoption of Russian ideologies and the 
changing of his name to ‘Crusher Yurkof.’ lll tell you, 
that whole Russian thing was amazing to me. I didn’t 
know who he was. I still don’t know who he is.”’ 

I asked Sharpe if maybe his opinions about Bigelow 
weren't sour grapes. After all, Bigelow discarded Sharpe 
months before his arrival in the WWF, and Sharpe has 
got to be bitter about seeing a former charge make it big 
in the WWF. 

“Bitter? No, I’m not bitter. But I am honest, and 
honesty demands that I tell you that Bigelow is not a man 
to be trusted. See, a lot of people are looking at Bigelow’s 
fan favorite status in the WWF and are beginning to 
speculate on things like a Hogan-Bigelow tag team. Sure, 
that would be awesome, but if I were Hogan, | wouldn’t 
trust him. Hell, if 1 were the scummiest, filthiest, nastiest 
wrestler in the universe, | sti// wouldn’t trust him. You’re 
talking about a man who was a bounty hunter, who ran 
down murderers for pay. There are vo scruples in that 
man, believe me. I know.”’ 

Sharpe should know, and I don’t think he’s being 
bitter. Sure, he’d like to be in Humperdink’s shoes, par- 
ticularly from a financial standpoint. But | also detected a 
sense of relief in Sharpe’s voice. Managing Bigelow was 
undoubtedly no picnic, and I think Sharpe senses that 
Bigelow’s turn back to the vicious rulebreaker he once 
was 1s only a matter of time. What man in his right mind 
would want to manage such an unstable individual? In- 
deed, what man in his right man would ust such an 
unstable individual? 

I hope every WWF wrestler is asking himself that very 
question.

month World tag team title reign. 

“J.J. giveth and J.J. taketh away,”’ 
said J.J. Dillon, manager of The 
Four Horsemen. ‘When Ric was 
robbed of the belt by Garvin in Detroit, 
Tully and Arn knew that the reputation 
of the Horsemen was at stake. As usu- 
al, they did not let me down. And 
when Ric regains the title in just a 
short time, The Four Horsemen will 
own every important NWA champion- 
ship.’ Lex Luger, the fourth member 
of the Horsemen, is currently the U.S. 
champion. 

Garvin defeated Flair in a stirring 
steel cage match lasting 39 minutes 
and 28 seconds at the Joe Louis Are- 
na. Garvin summoned up every last 
ounce of energy to fight off Flair, and 


late in the match was certainly the 
stronger man. The end came with both 
men on the ropes pounding away at 
one another. Flair finally fell to the mat 
and Garvin prepared for a flying body- 
press. But when Flair stood up, Garvin 
executed a perfect sunset flip for the 
pin. 

There was considerably more contro- 
versy surrounding the tag team title 
match. Before the bout, Jim Corn- 
ette told TV announcer Tony 
Schiavone that The Midnight Ex- 
press wasn’t getting enough title

shots. Rick Morton then confronted 
Cornette, slapped him, and told him 
they’d wrestle the Midnights anytime. 
Later, Morton and Robert Gibson 
were headed to the ring for their match 
against Anderson and Blanchard when 
they were ambushed by Cornette, Stan 
Lane, and Bobby Eaton. Morton's 
left shoulder was injured by Cornette’s 
tennis racket, and he had to be assist- 
ed back to the dressing room by 
Dusty Rhodes, Nikita Koloff, and 
Barry Windham.

and Blanchard on his own. Gibson 
held his own for a while, but the 
Horsemen finally took control. Gibson 
suffered a brutal beating, at one point 
vainly turning to his corner to tag off to 
a partner who wasn’t there. Finally, 
Morton came to the ring with a ban- 
dage wrapped around his left shoulder 
and begged Gibson to tag him. Morton 
tagged in and mounted a brief rally 
before a double-teaming effort by Tully 
and Arn turned the tide for good. Gib- 
son ran in to help and declared a sub- 
mission in order to prevent further inju- 
ry to his partner.

Matt was under orders to stay in the back- 
ground. So how about this: I spent five days at the 
Mullet Bay Resort in St. Maarten, wrestlers and 
great stories all around me, and I couldn’t talk to 
anyone. I still have no idea why Saks wanted me to 
go down here. Maybe to check on Apter. Well, his 
wife has nothing to worry about. Apter spent more 
time with Dusty Rhodes and Nikita Koloff than 
Fallen Angel or Missy Hyatt. There’s no accounting 
for taste. Anyway, seeing the wrestlers having a 
good time on vacation was very refreshing, and all 
the big names were there: Rhodes, Koloff, Barry 
Windham, The Road Warriors, Kevin Sullivan, 
Bobby Eaton, Ronnie Garvin, Jimmy Garvin, Ric 
Flair—too many names to mention, and all the 
wives and girlfriends, too. Crockett took great care 
to keep the rulebreakers and fan favorites apart, as 
they occupied two extreme areas of the resort. I’m 
just mad that I didn’t get a chance to share their 
good time. Only once did I get within a few feet of 
the wrestlers, and it wasn’t even a wrestler. Down in 
the hotel lobby on the last day, I was checking out 
and found myself standing next to Jim Cornette.

Flair 
seemed to have it coming, though; he’s held the title 
since August 1986, and holding it for so long, espe- 
cially when you’re defending the belt every night of 
the week, can really drain a man. Hogan knows 
nothing about that. Flair may be arrogant and he’s 
definitely from the rulebreaker’s school of wrestling, 
but you can’t say that he’s not a working champion. 
I think losing the belt might turn out good for Flair. 
It’ll give him a chance to rest a little and maybe 
regroup. Garvin is a good wrestler, but he’s not 
great, and I don’t think he’ll hold the belt very long. 
Besides, I think Flair’s psyche was a little messed up 
by the mental double-team job Ron and Jim Garvin 
did on him. He’s been uncharacteristically tense 
lately and I have a feeling that losing the belt will 
take a lot of pressure off him. We’ll have to wait 
and see. But let me tell you one thing for certain: [ll 
be at Starrcade.

match tonight?” Gibson, lying on the 
couch with one shoe off and one 
shoe on, his crumpled shirt half-but- 
toned, semiconsciously nodded. 
“Ah, what the heck,”” mumbled Mor- 
ton, “I’m hitting the sack.” 

It was 6:30 a.m. on the Saturday of 
Labor Day weekend. Just hours later, 
a limousine would pull up in front 
of the hotel and The Rock ‘n’ Roll 
Express would be off to the airport 
for a brief flight to Atlanta and the 
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taping of World Championship 
Wrestling at the WTBS_ studios. 
Then, after very little sleep and a lot 
of traveling, Morton and Gibson 
would head off to the airport for a 
flight to Philadelphia, where another 
NWA card was being held. 

The previous night was a good 
one for The Rock ‘n’ Roll Express, 
thus the party. Morton and Gibson, 
the NWA World tag team champi- 
ons, had retained their belts by de- 


feating the number-one contenders 
to the throne, Tully Blanchard and 
Arn Anderson, when Morton pinned 
Blanchard. In Philadelphia, the Rock 
‘n’ Rolls would take on the same 
team with the title on the line once 
again. But could they possibly be 
ready for this test? 

“We'll be ready,” Morton told a 
crowd of reporters as he walked out 
of the hotel. “Me and Robert are 
used to this kind of schedule, so it’s 
not gonna bother us at all. Besides, 
we thrive on partying and we love to 
have a good time, so we’re much 
readier than we would've been had 
we gone right to sleep. We're 
young. We've gotta enjoy life and 
our championship, right brother?” 
Gibson agreed. 

Morton was right. The Rock ‘n’ 
Roll Express was more than ready for 
its match -in Philadelphia. In fact, 
Morton and Gibson wrestled even 
better that Saturday night than they 
did in Richmond. In an outstanding 
battle between two of the finest 
teams in wrestling, Morton and Gib- 
son held off an all-out assault by the 
Horsemen before Morton _ finally 
pinned Blanchard. 

That match left no doubt that 


Morton and Gibson know what they 
can get away with. They obviously 
know their limits. Besides, partying 
for Morton and Gibson has nothing 
to do with drugs and alcohol. “No 
way,” said Morton. “Maybe once in 
a while I'll have a glass of chilled red 
wine with a delicious steak dinner, 
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Gibson sets Anderson up for a hard right (above). The 
Horsemen double-team Morton (below) and Anderson 
chinlocks him as Gibson looks for a tag (right).

but when we party we dance all 
night, eat good food, and drink non- 
alcoholic beverages. Don’t forget— 
we're in training.” 

But Morton and Gibson have oth- 
er problems. Although they defeated 
their primary challengers on consec- 
utive nights, it has become obvious 


that Blanchard and Anderson won’t 
go away. “We're dead set on taking 
that title from Morton and Gibson,” 
said Blanchard, “and we'll do every- 
thing we can to get it. We'll stop at 
nothing.” 

And to Blanchard and Anderson, 
stopping at nothing means bringing 
Lex Luger, Ric Flair, and J.J. Dillon 
into the fray, making this a five-on- 
two situation that could very well 
mean the end of The Rock ’n’ Roll 
Express’ fourth title reign. What Mor- 
ton and Gibson do in their own time 
is nobody's business, but The Four 
Horsemen are ready to bring the 
party to an end. Morton and Gibson 
need help. 


“Gibson and Morton seem to be 
living in this perfect world where 
nothing can touch them,” said In- 
side Wrestling Editor-in-Chief Stu 
Saks, “but nothing could be further 
from the truth. The longer they hold 
on to the belts, the more opponents 
will do to hurt them. Right now, it 
looks like Tully and Arn are trying to 
win the belts fairly, but if that 
doesn’t work, they'll call for help. 
And I'll tell you, there’s no way Mor- 
ton and Gibson will be able to hold 
them off on their own.” 

Who can help? Dusty Rhodes has 
stated many times that he’s always 
available to aid any wrestler or tag 
team under assault from the hated

His name 
was Adrian Adonis, and he displayed a 
remarkable combination of New York 
street toughness and pure wrestling 
skill. Agile and energetic, Adonis be- 
came an immediate force to be reck- 
oned with in the AWA. 

Adonis soon teamed with Jesse 
“The Body” Ventura, and the duo— 
Adonis from New York and Ventura 
from California—became known as 
The East-West Connection. The com- 
bination were awarded the AWA 
World tag team belts by default in July 
1980, but proved their mettle as cham- 
pions through mid-198]. A second 
world tag team title would later come 
Adonis’ way as he teamed with Dick 
Murdoch in the WWF to capture the 
World tag team belts on April 17, 
1984; they would hold the title until 
January. 21, 1985. 

Adonis switched to solo wrestling 
under the management of Bobby 
Heenan, and shortly thereafter “came 
out of the closet’’ under the manage- 
ment of Jimmy Hart, Over the next 
two years, his waistline swelled to 
monstrous size, a trend that has not 
shown any. signs of reversal. 
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When Adonis’ “Flower Shop’’ seg- 
ment replaced Roddy Piper’s “‘Piper’s 
Pit” on WWF broadcasts, a feud en- 
sued that ultimately caused Adonis to 
flee the WWF—but not before being 
defeated by Piper at WrestleMania III 
in March.

STEVE WILLIAMS 
LOOKS — 
FOR A 


TEVE WILLIAMS SAT in the 
back of the press room waiting 
impatiently for the last of the re- 
porters to filter in. His massive, 
bearded face expressed unrelieved 
boredom and a mild contempt for 
what he knew would shortly 
transpire. 

“How did you feel out there to- 
night Steve?” 

“Good. Real good.” 

“Steve, did you feel your UWF 
title was in jeopardy tonight?” 

“Nope.” 

“Did Gilbert do anything that sur- 
prised you?” 

“Nope.” 

“What was the turning point of 
the match?” 

Here, Williams allowed for al- 
most 30 seconds of thought. “The 
turning point?” he repeated, then 
paused again before answering. 

“The turning point was when I 
found out I was wrestling Eddie Gil- 
bert tonight. I knew the match was 
over before it started.” 

The questions continued. Wil- 
liams had a slightly more difficult 
time staying awake through the in-

hour earlier against Eddie Gilbert. 
There, before thousands of scream- 
ing fans, Williams had retained his 
UWF crown, dispatching Gilbert in 
roughly 12 minutes. Yawn. 

Steve Williams is not the world’s 
greatest wrestler, and Eddie Gilbert 
is not the world’s worst. Yet the 
pair have become unlikely bedfel- 
lows in a tired bedtime tale. Gilbert 
is unable to defeat Williams no mat- 
ter how often they wrestle—and, 
because of unimaginative promot- 
ing and shrewd contract negotia- 
tions on the part of Gilbert, they 
wrestle often. 

And Williams is bored. 

“Bored might not be the right 
word,” Williams says. “Look, the 
second | drop my guard against 
Eddie Gilbert, he'll quicker than hell 
take my title. And that’s not gonna 
happen. We could wrestle 10, 50, 
100 times, and I stil] won't lose. But 
[ don’t want to wrestle him 100 
times. I’m hungry for some other 
competition.” 

Williams judiciously avoids using 
the word .“real” when describing 
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the kind of competition he seeks, 
although members of his camp 
agree that “real competition” is pre- 
cisely what he means. 

“Steve has Gilbert wrapped 
around his finger,” one friend says. 
“It's like getting paid to beat up 
your sister. Steve has real designs 
on the NWA title. He wants to 
wrestle more NWA grapplers and 


get on with his career. The UWF 
belt is beginning to suffocate him.” 

Is this the same Steve Williams 
who a month ago was hailing the 
UWF title as the crowning achieve- 
ment of his career? 

“Of course it is,” he explains. 
“This belt will always have a special 
place in my heart. Anyone’s first 
major title is important. It’s a step- 
pingstone. It confirms your belief in 
your own abilities. But it’s nothing 
to dwell upon. The day after you 
win it, it becomes yesterday's 
success. 

“As a professional wrestler, you 
must constantly test yourself. It’s 
the only way to improve. I've be- 
come stagnant. | want to move on. 
I need other challenges.” 

An agreement between the NWA 
and UWF, which will allow both 
federations to easily sign bouts in- 
volving each other's talent rosters, 
should expedite Williams’ wishes. A 
glance at the NWA talent roster 
quickens Williams’ pulse. 

“Luger. Blanchard. The Road 
Warriors. Flair.” He practically 
drools. “Let me at ’em.. Especially

Flair. I've wanted a piece of him for 
some time now. I know lots of peo- 
ple think I should wait and stay put. 
Bull! I'm in the best shape of my 
career. I'm ready for anything! I'm 
sick of the boredom.” 

“Boredom? Boredom?” Eddie Gil- 
bert is outraged. “Is he kidding? 
Williams cheats his ugly face off to 
steal our match and suddenly he’s 
too good for the UWF? Let me tell 
you something, that big Okie thinks 
he’s a whole side better than he 
really is. Suddenly the fans start 
cheering for him and he thinks he’s 
the last word on_ professional 
wrestling. 

“But Williams is in for a very 
rude awakening,” Gilbert continued. 
“From me. From the Freebirds. 
From a lot of others. We'd all be 
too happy to send him packing. 
Let’s just see what Flair and The 
Four Horsemen do to him. They'll 
wrap him into a pretzel. Williams is. 
nothing but an overrated football 
player. And he’s gonna be dead 
meat—very, very soon.” 

Upon hearing Gilbert’s threats, 
Steve Williams barely reacts. 
“Tough talk from someone who 
can barely last 10 minutes in the 
ring with me. Actually, though, I’ve 
been getting a similar reaction from 
other wrestlers. Barry Windham 
once told me to be careful about 
making my career aspirations pub- 
lic. He said there's nothing wrong 
with wanting a world title, but you 
don’t want to insult the wrestlers in 
your area. 

“I told him that if you're gonna 
worried about hurting people’s feel- 
ings, then you're in the wrong busi- 
ness. | go out and do my job. | 
think I do about as good as anyone 
in the world. When I say I want 
competition, it means I want to 
wrestle the best in the world. If 
people can’t handle that, or if they 
get offended, to hell with them. I’m 
not in this sport to make friends. 
I'm here to win. I’m here to be the 
best I can be.

ELATIONS BETWEEN THE 

United States and the Islamic Re- 
public of Iran have deteriorated to the 
point where both countries seem to be 
spoiling for a fight. But even if all 
remains quiet in the Persian Gulf, two 
men who represent the best and worst 
of both countries have already resumed 
their epic clash in the squared circle. 

There is no doubt that the long-sim- 
mering feud between The Iron Sheik 
and Sgt, Slaughter that began in the 
WWE in 1983 is among the most fam- 
ous in wrestling history. It was a highly 
symbolic war that stretched far beyond 
the confines of the ring. More than 
Just a question of individual achieve- 
ment, national pride was at stake each 
time these giants clashed. 

Since his departure from the WWF 
in 1984, Slaughter has been campaign- 
ing in the sport’s more remote out- 
posts. He’s also been busy reaping the 
financial rewards of his celebrity status 
through a_ variety of promotional 
appearances. 

The Sheik continued to wreak havoc 
in the WWF until he was suspended 
following an arrest for alleged cocaine 
possession in May. Soon, Sheik found 
himself moving in the same circles as 
Slaughter, and a clash seemed inevita- 
ble. Indeed, it was: the Deep South 
promotion had arranged for the two to 
square off in a late-September match 
in Marietta, Georgia, and it now seems 
that one of the most heralded feuds in 
wrestling history will be reborn. The 
Inside Wrestling staff wasted little time 
in haying Sheik and Slaughter square 
off over the phone lines—“‘One on 
One.”

long list of challengers? Is Hulk 
Hogan too good for the WWF? 

“T don’t think so at all,” said re- 
tired manager Capt. Lou Albano, 
who managed Koloff to the title 
and has 17 WWF tag team titles to 
his credit. “Hulk Hogan is an 
amazing individual, one of the 
greatest stars in history, in the uni- 
verse, but he certainly isn’t too 
good for the WWF. What we have 
night now is a lull, a slow penod, 
just like we had an up period 
when men like Randy Savage, 
Paul Omndorff, and other stars 
were going after him.

“He knows that it'll never hap- 
pen, but everybody wonders how 
a Flair-Hogan match would tum 
out, including ‘The Hulkster’ him- 
self,” said our source. “Right now, 
I think he’s thinking about it a lot 
more because of the matches he’s 
been having. It takes a special 
type of wrestler to give Hogan a 
test, and while Khan and Gang are 
dangerous, they just don’t fill the 
bill.” 

Fortunately; Hogan isn’t bored 
with being in the spotlight. He 
loves hearing the cheers of the 
fans, loves posing for them in the 
middle of the ring, and still takes 
great pride keeping his body in 
outstanding condition. “The 
Hulkster” feels that he has a re- 
sponsibility to all the little Hulka- 
maniacs, those devoted fans who 
feed off his every word. Hogan 
knows that in these troubled times 
of professional athletes abusing 
drugs and alcohol, he’s a much- 
needed role model, Only his in- 
credible dedication to the fans, 
and to the future of America’s 
youth, can help get Hogan through 
this slow penod. 

Eventually, however, the need 
for a professional challenge will be 
overwhelming.

By any measure, the Rock 
‘n’ Rolls have defended the tag team 
belts with honor. With the exception 
of their double-teaming tactics 
(which has become commonplace in 
tag team wrestling), Morton and Gib- 
son have stuck to the rules of wres- 
tling. Unfortunately, because of the 
prevailing atmosphere of villainous 
behavior in professional wrestling, 
an honorable title reign is usually a 
short title reign. 

Nothing would be worse than to 
see the revered NWA World tag 
team title fall into the hands of men 
who use subversive means to 
achieve their goals. It would be an- 
other permanent blemish on profes- 
sional wrestling. Rick Morton and 
Robert Gibson are role models to 
their millions of fans. They owe it to 
those fans, to themselves, and to the 
sport they love so much to hold off 
these criminals by getting help.

the Giant needed only one match to 
settle matters at WrestleMania III. 

So it would be at Starrcade ‘87, 
where Ron Garvin and Ric Flair 
could settle things for good ... and 
for the good of wrestling. 

Their long feud almost came to an 
end on August 30 at The Omni in 
Atlanta, when Flair pinned Ronnie. 
But videotape replays verified what 
Garvin and the fans in. the arena al- 
ready suspected: J.J. Dillon had held 
Garvin's feet on the ropes, giving 
Ronnie no chance to escape from 
the pin. At best, it was a tainted 
victory for Flair. In reality, it clouded 
the feud even further. 

Flair, who takes pride in being an 
extremely levelheaded individual, 
has lost his cool in this instance. — 

“Nobody does to me what Ronnie 
Garvin's done,” shouted Flair at an 
interview session prior to the match 
in Detroit. “I’m gonna show him to- 
night that to win the NWA World 
championship, you've gotta have 
something special, something deep 
inside, and he doesn’t have it be- 
cause he’s never heard of character.” 

Garvin, however, thinks that it’s 
Flair who doesn’t have the proper 
character to be a world champion. 
“Everybody knows that — Flair 
would've lost the belt a long time 


ago if not for The Four Horsemen,” 


said Ronnie. “You. look at Flair’s 
matches since he regained the belt 
from Dusty last summer and I'll bet 
that not more than 10 percent of 
those ended in a pin for Flair. He’s 
saved his belt by disqualification so 
many times, it’s incredible that he 
can still show his face around here.” 

A match at Starrcade would be the 
ultimate test for both men. It must 
be set up under conditions that 
would ensure a winner: no time lim- 
it, no disqualifications, no seconds 
allowed at ringside, and in a steel 
cage with no way out. The only way 
to win would be by pinfall or sub- 
mission. That would be the ultimate 
test in wrestling, a test that only 
Starrcade could provide.

brother Jim Garvin has always 
wanted to wear the belt. When 
Jim came to Ron’s rescue follow- 
ing the Jim Cornette fire-throwing 
incident, many insightful observ- 
ers thought he only did it to make 
the fans start cheering him. For 
the most part, though, rulebreak- 
ers don't get a shot at a rule- 
breaking champion. As long as he 
stayed on the bad side, Jim Gar- 
vin would probably never get the 
chance to wrestle Ric Flair for the 
World title. A swing to fan favorite 
would give him more opportunities 
to wrestle for the belt. 

And who was behind the 
change? None other than Pre- 
cious, who made the quickest 
transformation to angel I’ve ever 
seen. It was never a secret that 
Precious disliked Ronnie. And 
vice versa. She was the main rea- 
son why the two brothers never 
got along. Precious is a smart 
lady, however, and she dreamed 
of the day when her man would 
win the title. If it meant putting up 
with Ronnie, the sacrifice was 
worthwhile. 

So what happens now? Ronnie, 
not Jim, won the belt from Flair. 
Certainly that wasn’t in Precious’ 
plans. The way things stand, Jim- 
my will never get a shot at the 


title. The NWA would never allow 
it. Besides, Jimmy wouldn't want 
it. After all, he loves his brother. 
It's all over now. Precious will 
probably give Ronnie a few 
months to lose the belt.

It's not that I’m the world’s 
greatest Randy Savage fan. | 
have a few problems with his 
style and his approach to the ring. 
| think he’s lazy and irresponsible, 
a poor caretaker of his phenome- 
nal talents. But | do admire his 
attitude. He has a strut and it 
screams: | do what | want. Bottom 
line. No subterfuge. Plus he’s a 
little contemptuous of wrestling’s 
hierarchy, intolerant of the bureau- 
cratic monkeys in pinstripes who 
run the promotion. | love that. 

Savage is the last person 
who'd ever befriend Hulk Hogan. 

The problem isn’t Savage any 
more than it was Paul Orndorff, 
Jake Roberts, Ken Patera, or any 
of the other“rulebreakers’’ whose 
hearts mysteriously softened. That 
foul, loathesome disease known 
as “Hulkamania”’ is the problem. 
The way Hogan wins converts re- 
minds me of some giant, balding, 
radioactive Sun Myung Moon. 
“Come join the Hulk ... be liked 
and cheered ... and watch your 


talents float down the sewer.”’ 

As a charismatic cult figure, 
Hulk Hogan is without peer. As 
long as he consorts with the Junk- 
yard Dogs and the Rick Steam- 
boats of the world, then there is 
no problem. But when men of 
character—Savage and Orndorff 
in particular—fall prey to his spell, 
then professional wrestling is in 
serious danger. 

| realize that in the past several 
months my own position on Ho- 
gan has softened. On occasion | 
have lauded his contributions to 
the sport. His influence is as sub- 
tle as it is insidious. Let me spell 
out in no uncertain terms: Hulk 
Hogan is a plague. Like locusts 
and frogs and pestilence.

figuring out how to beat Flair, but deciding how to combat the interference of the Horse- 


men. A cage match solved that problem. 


The next day, three hours be- 
fore the match, Ronnie Garvin is 
very upset. His prematch. meal— 
steak, eggs, and juice—is late 
and he’s worried about upsetting 
his schedule. 

“| like to sit down precisely 
three hours before a match and 
eat,” Garvin said “It’s part super- 
Stition, part metabolic fact. If | eat 
too soon, | feel weak at match 
time. If | eat too late, | get heavy 
and sluggish. | swear Flair is be- 
hind this somehow.” 

In fact, | learned, Flair was be- 
hind it. Twenty dollars to the deliv- 
ery boy delayed Garvin’s dinner 
by 30 minutes. Garvin ate half his 
steak and threw the rest away. 

Food or no food, Garvin domi- 
nates the match. Each punch 
seems to penetrate Flair’s body, 
and the champion weakens by 
the moment. At the 12-minute 
mark, Flair attempts an uncharac- 
teristic dropkick. Garvin catches 
Flair in mid-air and brings him 
hurtling down to the canvas. 
Writhing in agony, Flair attempts 
to get up but cannot. Garvin deliv- 
ers two kneedrops to the champ’s 
back. Flair is in trouble; he cannot 


move. Worse, he cannot summon 
the strength to disqualify himself. 

Suddenly, in storm Arn Ander- 
son and Lex Luger. They begin 
screaming at the referee, de- 
manding he check Garvin's hands 
for a foreign object. While the ref- 
eree attempts to restore order, 
Flair manages to roll out the side 
of the ring. He is in the dressing 
room before you can_ say 
“disqualification.” 

Garvin’s dressing room is an 
unrecognizable mess.
